BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW77.32.380 and 1993 sp.s. ¢ 2 s 77 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Persons ((stxteenyears—of—ageor—older)) who enter upon or use
clearly identified departnent ((+ands—and)) inproved access facilities
with a notor vehicle are required to ((pessess—a—ecoenservatioen—teense
er—a—hunrting—Hshing—trapptrg—or—f+reeH-eense—onthel+—persoen—whtle
ustnhg-thefaett+es)) display a current annual fish and wildlife | ands

vehicle use permt on the notor vehicle while within or while using an
i nproved access facility. An "inproved access facility" is a clearly
identified area specifically created for notor vehicle parking, and
i ncl udes any boat | aunch or boat ranp associated with the parking area,
but does not include the departnment parking facilities at the Gorge
Concert Center near George, Wshi ngton. The vehicle use permt is
issued in the formof a decal. One decal shall be issued at no charge
with each annual saltwater, freshwater, conbination, small ganme
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hunting, big gane hunting, and trapping license issued by the
departnment. The annual fee for ((t+his—+iecense)) a fish and wildlife
| ands vehicle use permt, if purchased separately, is ten dollars
((aanpgaty)). A person to whom the departnent has issued a decal or
who has purchased a vehicle use permt separately may purchase a deca
fromthe departnent for each additional vehicle owned by the person at
a cost of five dollars per decal upon a showing of proof to the
departnent that the person owns the additional vehicle or vehicles.
Revenue derived fromthe sale of fish and wildlife |ands vehicle use
permts shall be used solely for the stewardship and maintenance of
departnment inproved access facilities.

Yout h groups may use departnent ((lands—and—gane)) inproved access
facilities wthout possessing a ((eenservation—iecense)) vehicle use

permt when acconpanied by a ((+H-eense)) vehicle use permt hol der.

(2) The decal nust be affixed in a permanent manner to the notor

vehi cl e before entering upon or using the notor vehicle on a departnent
i nproved access facility, and nmust be displayed on the rear w ndow of
the nmotor vehicle, or, if the notor vehicle does not have a rear
w ndow, on the rear of the notor vehicle.

(3) Failure to display the fish and wildlife |ands vehicle use
permt as required by this section is an infraction under chapter 7.84
RCW and departnent enployees are authorized to issue a notice of
infraction to the registered owner of any notor vehicle entering upon
or using a departnent inproved access facility w thout such a decal.
The penalty for failure to display or inproper display of the decal is
sixty-six dollars.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act takes effect January 1, 1999.
